| Bees Have 


Time-Sense. 
The bee appears to be illimitable in 
the number of its qualities and sénses. 


A professor of Munich describes ex- 
periments which would delight the 
heart of Maeterlincs, that patient ob- 
server of the bees. From these er- 
periments it must be deduced that the 
bee has a sense of time. Daily, at a 
regular hour, sugar-water was placed 
near a bee-hive. After the bees had 
} become thoroughly accustomed to feed 
at this hour the sugar water was no 
more provided for them. At the exact 
time daily at which the sugar water 
should have been provided, the bees 
with surprising regularity. continued 
to swarm at the feeding-place. After 
waiting till the feeding hour should 
have passed, they flew back to the 
hive. Did the bees derive this sense 
of time by observing the rising and 
the setting of the sun? The answer 
to this questiqgn was found by placing 
the hive into a room lit only by elec- 
tric light, so that the insects no longer 
could appreciate the difference between 
day and night. After this, instead of 
feeding the bees regularly every twen- 
tv-four hours, the experiment was re- 
peated, feeding them regularly every 
nineteen hours. When the sugar wa- 
ter was stopped, the bees were at a 
complete loss to know at what time 
ito swarm.

Senator Harris Started Something.

Hoover Halts a Senate Probe. 

The movement in the senate to set up 
a special committee to investigate pro- 
hibition conditions was promptly halt- 
ed by Mr. Hoover. He called Senators 
Jones and Edge into conference and 
informed them that when he becomes 
president he iatends to appoint a com- 
mission of expert investigators to 
make the research that he intimated 
in his campaign addresses is desirable 
and necessary. 

Mr. Hoover does not believe that 
a committee of politicians would make 
an investigation and report that would 


be generally credited and accepted 
by the people who wish to know the 
actual facts without any political 
and controversial coloring. 


Both senators, one dry. and one wet, 
agreed to defer to Mr. Hoover's de 
sire and will not press their pro- 
posal foe a senatorial probe. And 
that unquestionably is the wise thing

The Southerft Patronage Problem.

OLD COUPLES UNITED

New York, January 21.—()—A 
charity project designed to keep aged 
couples united and in their own 
homes instead of being maintained 
In separate institutions is to be in- 
augurated by New York city. 

Jobn T. Fagan, executive secre- 
tary of the board of child welfare, 
is preparing data, and legislation is 
pending at Albany to bring the re- 
form into being. 

At present the city is paying about 
$1.09 a day for the maintenance of 
4.3500 old persons in almshouses, Mr. 
Eagan said. The strong feature of the 
new project, he said, is in its lower 
overhead cost as compared with pri- 


vate charities. . 

“While it costs the city of New 
York 3 1-8 per cent for operation.” 
he said, “the private charities cost, 
generally speaking, a much larger 
sum.”

FEWER DRUG ADDICTS 
INU. S., LEAGUE TOLD 


Geneva, January 21.—(#)—The 
United States government informed 
the League of Nations today in sub- 
mitting a report on the question for 
the year ending June 30, 1928, that 
opium and nareotic drug addicts in 
the United States are decreasing. The 
report estimated the total number of 
addicts at 100,000. 

The report also emphasized that 
larger quantities of narcotics, espé- 
cially morphine and cocaine, are be- 
ing smuggled into the United States 
and urged measures of contro] in for- 
eign eountries to keep narcotics in the 
honds of persons authorized to deal 
with them. 

The American report expressed the 
belief that narcotics seized were often 
purposely packed in a foreign country 
either by the manufacturer or distrib- 
utor for illicit trade. 


“This furnished additional justifiea- 
tion for the suggestion that a com- 
plete measure of control over all 
phases of the traffic in narcotics in 
foreign countries should be institut- 
ed,” the report stated. 

Japan, through her representative, 
M. Sato, gave strong support to the 
American idea that there should be 
limitation of the manufacture of nar- 
cotics by stating that this was the 
only rational manner in which to treat 
the problem. 

The Indian delegate had complain- 
ed that cocaine illicitly reaching India 
was 41 times more than the legal im- 
portation. Sato admitted that there 
might be some smuggling from Kapan 
but insisted that Japan was doing 
everything to prevent it.

Council Approves Paper Aft- 
er Lengthy Verbal Bat- 
tle on Floor. 


An age limit of 21 te@350 was fixed 


for police force applicants Monday 
afternoon by action of city couneil, 
following a lengthy verbal battle be- 
tween supporters of the 30-year age 
limit and members of council who fa- 
vored an age limit of 35 or 40 years. 

Introduced by the police committee, 
the age limit paper was the subject 


of an attempt by Alderman J. Allen 
Coach to affix an amendment placing 


the higher limit at 35 years. This 
amendment lost. and the paper was 
adopted as originally offered. 

Alderman Couch opened his fire 
upon the 30-year limit with the obser- 
vation that some “of our best men do 
not do their finest work until after 
they are 30 years old. Don't let us put 
a bar up to our obtaining the best 
service.” 

Councilman Harry York pointed out 
that the 30-year limit would put the 


officers on a pension at 55 years of 
age, and declared that he doesn’t want 


‘to see 65-year-old men chasing purse- 


snatehers and the like. The 30-year 


limit is the recommendation of As- 
sistant Chief of Police A. Lamar 
Poole, and it is he upon whom the 
policing of the city will devolve soon, 
for “it will not be long before Chief 
Beavers leaveseus.’ Mr. York said. 

Pointing out that men are taken 
into the national guard as late in 
life as 45 vears, Aldermen Ben Huiett 
said that years is the proper limit 
for police applicants, while Council- 
man Joe Berman expressed the opin- 
ion that a man has not begun to pass 
his age of. usefulness until after 40 
years, declaring that there are cham- 
pions in many lines of sport over 40 
years old.

Another deputy sheriff, 
‘Tom Higgins, and a bail bondsman, 
John Cochran, escaped the bullets. 

The fatal encounter occurred after 
Hawkins and Hayes had been remov- 
ed from their cells to appear in a 
superior court here in answer to rob- 
bery charges. Both men, who had 
been. serving terms for robberies in 
San Francisco, had been brought here 
te testify in another trial and for 
examination by the county grand jury.

He got his nickname that day and 
his first fight shortly afterwards in 
July, 1927, at a elub smoker, he 
knocked out his opponent, Arvine 
Spence, in two rounds. Previous to 
that fight he had boxed only two 
rounds in his life. : 

Recently Became Known. 

Until the big Akron rubber puddler 
knocked ont the highly-touted Knute 
Hansen in Cleveland recently he was 
not known outside his own region, 
where little was thought of him by 
anyone but his own handlers. 

Now when most fighters have pass- 
ed their peak or quit the ring, Christ- 
ner is getting his first big chance at 
34. Jack Dempsey is the same age 
and Gene Tunney three years youug- 
er. Both have retired. 

While Dempsey and Madison 
Square Garden are pushing ahead 
with elaborate plans for the Sharkey- 
Stribling bout at Miami Beach, Fla., 
February 27, Christner is confident 
he ean blast all their good work with 
his murderous right fist. 

“If Sharkey will fight, Ill do the 
same thing to him I did to Hansen,” 
Christner said. “I ain’t no fancy 
boxer, but I swre can sock.” 

Christner’s confidence in himself is 
not radiated in fistic circles where 
Sharkey is a prohibitive favorite to 
show up Christner as a lucky fighter 
who catapulted into prominence on 
one fight. 

“They didn’t think I was any good 
in Cleveland before I stepped Han- 
sen,” Christner said when told New 
York fight fans regarded him as a 
“set-up” for Sharkey. 

Cleaned Up Hansen. 

The betting odds were 20 to 1 op 
Hansen, according to Christner who 
advised a pal on the police force to 
bet his only $25 at those odds. There 
is no record of anyone else betting on 
Christner. 

“It's a shame to lead that poor 
fellow to slaughter.” Christner said 
he heard one fan remark when he 
went down the aisle to fight Hansen.
